Sixty persons sign petition In opposition f 
Panel votes 8-0 against Sedalia Country Club rezonlng

A petition by the Sedalia Country Club 
to have part of its property rezoned for 
business, m aking it “ more saleable," 
met with vocal opposition by neighboring 
residents and an 8-0 recommendation 
against rezoning by the city Planning 
and Zoning Com m ission Thursday night. 
The petition sought a change from R-l 
(single 
fam ily) 
to 
C-3 
(com m ercial 
business) status 500 feet deep for the 


country club’s property bordering Lim it 
Ave. 
Sedalia Country Club President Bob 
Beykirch told the com m ission the club's 
property 
lim its 
expansion 
and 
also 
“precludes investm ent." The club needs 
the land in its “most saleable form,” said 
Beykirch, and most frontage on Lim it is 
already zoned C-3, he added. 
B eykirch did say the country club had 
no current plans to sell the frontage in­ 


volved in the request. 
R ussell Evans, 310 Poplar Place, pro­ 


duced 60 signatures from Country Club 
Addition and Southwest Village residents 
who opposed the rezoning of the club's 
land. Evans said any rezoning would 


create 
noise 
pollution 
by 
any 
new 
businesses in the area. 
Southwest 
Village 
resident Charles 
Hurtt, 2803 Southwest Blvd., told the 
com m ission the zoning laws “should pro­ 
tect people and the com mission should 
look at the best use of the land, not just 
decide what is best for the sale of proper­ 


ty." 


Although Beykirch said there are no 
present plans to sell the land, B.A. (Bun- 
nie) Fischer, 1639Country Club Blvd., re­ 
mained skeptical. “I just don’t believe 
they (the country club) have a dream to 
sell the property some time in the future. 
1 think there is a skeleton in the closet," 
Fischer said, hinting that a land sale was 
imminent. 
Before the vote was taken on the coun­ 
try club petition, Fourth W ard Democrat 
Ray Hendricks, a com m ission member,

M ore than 50 per cent of the farm ers 
reported moderate livestock losses in the 
M issouri Crop Reporting Service’s first 
survey of livestock losses, according to 
Don Bay, state statistician for the ser­ 
vice. One western M issouri farmer said 
26 head drowned when the ice on one of 
his snow-covered ponds collapsed in 
January. 
Cattle were subjected to other hard­ 
ships in the state's hard winter when low 
tem peratures during the fall hindered 
the growth of hay and roughage More 
than half of the state reported shortages 


of hay and roughage, which are essential 
to 
the 
feeding 
of 
livestock 
when 
pastureland is covered with snow 
The cattle industry in the state is the 
major concern right now of the state 
Agriculture Department, officials there 
say A lack of water has forced 16 per 
cent of the state's 137,000 farm ers to haul 
water for their cattle. Bay says. 
Nearly all of the topsoil and subsoil in 
the state is short of water 


Unusually large numbers of farm ers 
have plowed their winter wheat crop 
back into the ground this year, Bay said 
At the end of January, 51 per cent of the 
state’s winter wheat crop was reported in 
poor condition, and 35 per cent in fair 
condition.

Abbott, deputy director of the 
Agriculture Department, said the trend 


is not irreversible, and continued im ­ 
proving weather and water conditions 
might signal partial recovery.

IN D IA N A P O L IS (A P ) - Anthony G 
Kiritsis, the revenge-minded gunman 
who thought he could walk away free by 
releasing-unharm ed a hostage he held for 
63 
hours, 
instead 
faces 
kidnaping 
charges after police grabbed him in what 
he called “a cheap shot." 
Despite a prom ise of im m unity from 
prosecution, 
Kiritsis, 
44, 
was 
seized 
Thursday night after he freed mortgage 
com pany executive Richard O Hall from 
a third-story apartment he had fooled 
police into thinking was rigged with 
dynamite. 
Kiritsis, enraged because he felt H all’s 
com pany swindled him in a property 
deal, was held on $250,000 bond awaiting 
arraignm ent on state kidnaping charges., 
He was ordered arraigned at 2 p.m. to-* 
day in M unicipal Court on charges of kid­ 
naping, inflicting injury in com m ission of 
a felony, arm ed robbery, obtaining a 
signature by threat, com m ission of a 
felony while armed, com m itting a crime 
of violence while arm ed and disorderly 
conduct 


Hall, 42-year-old father of four, was 
taken out by stretcher, checked briefly at 
a hospital and returned to his family. 
Authorities said his only physical scars 


from 
the three-day, two-night ordeal 
were m inor abrasions on his neck and 
w rists 


Police, who had waited frustrated out­ 
side the building since the siege began 
Tuesday, entered K iritsis’ apartment to 
discover that what he had claimed was 
100 pounds of dynam ite wired to explode 
was nothing more than a maze of string, 
weighted to break two glass wine jugs — 
possibly filled with gasoline — placed 
near a single burning candle 
Prosecutors said the immunity offer 
was invalid because K iritsis failed to 
keep his part of an agreement to let Hall 
come out of the building alone 
Instehd, K iritsis shocked police by 
m arching Hall out with the shotgun he 
used to abduct him still wired to his vic­ 
tim ’s neck. 
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was nice to see their concern for the ci­ 
ty’s zoning.^However, Hendricks warned 
the audience that if the city is going to 
grow there must be som e rezoning. 
But then H endricks joined the other 
com m ission m em bers in a recom m enda­ 
tion against rezoning of the country 
club’s property bordering Lim it Ave.

Wholesale 
prices rose five-tenths of a per cent in 
January but did not fully reflect the im ­ 
pact of the severe winter weather on food 
and fuel costs, the government said 


today. 
The Labor Departm ent said the in­ 
crease, largely the result of higher prices 
for 
farm 
p ro d u c ts, 
te xtile s 
and 
m achinery, was based on prices in effect 
as of Jan. 11, before the cold weather 
dam aged citrus and vegetable crops in 
Florida and sent natural gas and heating 


oil prices rising 
Jan ua ry's wholesale price increase 
was moderate, and about in line w ith in­ 
creases each month since October But 
the government indicated the effects of 
the cold wave will cause F e b ru a ry’s 
prices to spurt higher 
Wholesale 
price 
trends 
eventually 
show up at the retail level, though the 
relationship isn ’t alw ays precise and 
there are time lags While it is difficult to 
tell just how m uch consum er prices will 
rise as a result of the cold weather, some 
economists estim ate prices could be 
five-tenths of a per cent higher this year 


than they would have been otherwise 
Farm and food prices began rising 
even before the weather affected crops, 
m arking a reversal from recent months 
when it was industrial commodities that 
were 
mostly 
responsible 
for 
rising 
wholesale prices 
In January, farm products increased 


1.1 per cent, less than half D ecem ber's 
2.6 per cent jum p but a sharp rise 
nonetheless. Vegetable and grain pr-ces 


were up sharply. 


Industrial prices rose five-tenths of a 
per cent last month following a three- 


tenths of a per cent rise in Decem ber 
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Fuels and other energy products declin­ 
ed four-tenths of a per cent in January. 
However, the governm ent said energy 
prices lagged by one or two months 


The index for processed foods and 
feeds declined two-tenths of a per cent 
after rising 18 per cent in December 


The wholesale price index stood at 
188 0, m eaning that goods purchased for 
$100 in 1967 now cost $188 Over the past 
year wholesale prices have risen 4 9 per 
cent.

Sources in the Treasury Department said 
the shift in the tax burden might be offset

The President plans to submit his tax 
reform package to Congress in the fall. 
The flat dollar amount would also 
replace an existing credit of $35 per 
person. 
The present $750 personal exemption 
means a $1,500 tax saving 'or a family of 
four with enough income to be taxed at 
the rate of 50 per cent. But a family of 
four in the 14 per cent bracket saves only 
$420.

According to the poll of 31 senators, 
those saying they would vote ‘yes’ were 
Caskey, Conway, Cox, Jones, Payne, 
Snowden, Welliver, Wiggins and Woods, 
with three others who had voted for it 
b e f o r e — B a n k s , 
G a n n o n 
and 
Wilson—saying they were undecided. 


Saying they would vote ‘no’ were Bild, 
Bradshaw, Dennis, Dinger, Frappier, 
Gant, Manford, Melton, Merrell, Russell, 
Ryan, Schneider, Scott, Tinnin, Uthlaut 
and Webster. Creve Coeur Republican 
George M.'rray, who said he was also

Democrats James Murphy of St. Louis 
and Henry Panetheire of Kansas City 
said they were undecided but leaning 
against it.

Surrounded by police sharpshooters, 
Kiritsis then staged a 30-minute confron­ 
tation on live television, alternately curs­ 
ing, shouting and joking with reporters 
and onlookers as Hall stood frozen in 
fear. He repeated his statement that he 
abducted Hall because he was convinced 
the mortgage company had tried to cheat 
him on a $130,000 land loan 
Kiritsis listed seven wrongs he said the 
company perpetrated against him, in­ 
cluding blocking commercial develop­ 
ment on the land where he wanted to 
build a small shopping center, and 
demanded $5 million he said the project 
would have earned him. 
After finally releasing Hall back inside 
the building, Kiritsis walked to an open 
sliding glass door and fired his sawedoff 
shotgun into the sky. 
‘‘See, I told you this was loaded,” he 
said, as a terrified Hall bolted from the 
room. 
Then, as Kiritsis laughed to police that 
“ I really pulled one over on you” with the 
dynamite bluff, officers grabbed him and 
took him away in a patrol car 
“ Tony, you lied to us," Police Chief 
Eugene Gallagher told Kiritsis. “ You 
didn’t let him go as you said.... You blew 
it.” 
‘‘This is a cheap shot, a cheap shot,” a 
disbelieving 
Kiritsis shouted, 
before 
slumping down in the seat in silence 
Marion County Deputy 
Prosecutor 
George Martz said Kiritsis, who describ­ 
ed himself as a “ stable man,” would 
undergo psychiatric testing. The im­ 
munity that had been promised him 
earlier in the day specified he would not 
be mugged, fingerprinted, booked or sub­ 
ject to mental tests.

th e same old myth 


Now that the Vietnam war 
resisters 
have 
their 
pardon, 
perhaps the same favor can be 
extended to those who answered 
the call of duty. 


One of the grossest libels 
against 
our 
unhonored 
and 
neglected Vietnam veterans is 
that drug abuse and criminal 
behavior are rife among them. 


But at least as far as violent 
crimes are concerned, there is 
no evidence that the veterans of 
that war — or of any other war, 
for that matter — are more like­ 
ly to commit them than anyone 
else, say two researchers. 


According to University of 
California psychologist Dane Ar­ 
cher and University of Wisconsin 
sociologist Rosemary Gardner, 
reporting in Psychology Today 
magazine on a study of 50 dif­ 
ferent cases of nations at war, it 
is impossible to say for certain 
whether Vietnam veterans are 
more inclined toward violent 


crimes 
because 
no 
statistics 
have been compiled to show that. 


Moreover, 
they 
point 
out, 
when veterans are involved in 
violent crimes, there is no telling 
whether 
military 
experiences 
are to blame, or whether the 
veterans were inclined toward 
violence 
before 
joining 
the 
armed forces. 


In any event, veterans are ac- 
tual l y 
s omewhat 
u n d e r ­ 
represented in the prison popula­ 
tion. A 1973 U.S. 
Bureau of 
Prisons study found that 32 per 
cent of inmates were veterans, 
although 49 per cent of all U.S. 
males, aged 15 to 65, were 
veterans. 


Homicides and other crimes 
generally increase after wars, 
but this cannot be explained by 
violent ex-soldiers, say these 
researchers. The old image of 
the violent veteran seems to be 
more myth than fact, they con­ 
clude. (NEA)

The corporate 
giants who dominate the billion-dollar-a- 
year perfume industry couldn’t stand the 
smell of a little competition. 


They quietly put the squeeze on a small 
businessman 
who 
succeeded 
in 
duplicating their expensive perfumes 
and selling them at cut-rate prices. The 
cosmetics tycoons pressured suppliers 
not to provide him with perfume and 
urged newspapers not to run his ads. 


The conspiracy against Murray Poz- 
nak can be documented directly from 
conversations 
which 
he secretly 
recorded. We have listened to the tape 
recordings. 


The enterprising Poznak thought he 
had a million-dollar idea. He would 
duplicate the fragrances of famous per­ 
fumes and offer them to low-budget 
customers. 


It was all quite legal. It would also 
have been quite profitable if the big per­ 
fume companies had left him alone. Poz­ 
nak began to advertize brazenly: “ We 
want Chanel No. 5 customers.” Then he 
bottled a delicate fragrance similar to 
Chanel No. 5 and labeled the substitute 
‘‘Copy Cat.” 


An ounce of Chanel No. 5 costs $40. but 
Poznak offered the same aroma for $16. 
Moreover, Poznak perfumes were as 
fragrant and lasted as long as the famous 
brands. 


As sales began to escalate, Poznak sud­ 
denly had trouble getting supplies. Com­ 
mitments were abruptly cancelled, A 
salesman for one large perfume maker, 
the Givaudan Corporation, told Poznak 
bluntly; “ I’m sorry, but the pressure is 
too great, and the company does not want 
to supply you.” 


Frustrated, 
Poznak 
arranged 
a 


meeting with Givaudan’s president, Nor­ 
man Grief, who reiterated the new 
policy. “ I am afraid,” said Grief, “ that if 
it became known that we were supplying 
fragrances to your company ... it could 
hurt us. I have talked to two people, both 
presidents of large fragrances and cos­ 
metics companies ... and both of them 
told me that it would probably hurt the 
relationship that we have.” 


“ Which 
companies 
were 
they?” 
demanded Poznak 


“ Revlon and Chanel,” replied Grief. 
“ They both were extremely concerned 
about the obvious impact that your 
business will have on them.” He said 
other perfume companies, whose busi­ 
ness was worth millions to him, had also 
pressured him not to supply Poznak’s 
company, Sherrell Perfumers. 


The aggressive Poznak, posing as a 
perfume supplier, called the perfumers’ 
trade association, Fragrance Founda­ 
tion. A hidden tape recorder picked up 
his conversation with Annette Green, a 
foundation official. The undercover Poz­ 
nak asked her whether he should fill an 
order for Sherrell Perfumers. 


Green advised against it. “ You’re just 
one of a number that have called,” she 
said, “ and the general feeling is, no, we 
shouldn’t cooperate with them.’’ But she 
added cautiously: “ Legally we have to 
be very careful.” 


She explained how the leading per­ 
fumers felt about the sudden appearance 
of Copy Cat on the market. “ You start 
selling famous fragrances for $5 or $6, 
copies of them ... I mean it’s just the law 
of diminishing returns.” 


Copy Cat was also frozen out of s,ome of 
the 
nation’s 
top 
newspapers 
and 
magazines. 
Off the record,'the ad 
salesmen told Poznak that their publica­ 
tions were under tremendous pressure. 
As one salesman put it, “ What do you 
think I am, crazy? I am not going to

Is it simply a matter of President 
Carter 
getting burned 
badly 
with 
Sorensen and deciding that he'd rather 
switch 
back 
to a 
safe, 
traditional 
nominee than fight the alliance of conser­ 
vatives, military leaders and intelligence 
professionals who sabotaged Sorensen? 


The Turner appointment suggests tha* 
I was way off base in assuming Mr 
Carter chose Sorensen as a way to 
restore the respect, trust and efficiency 
the CIA has lost and needs so badly to 
regain. 


I had thought Mr. Carter was saying to 
the American people and the world: 
“ You can tell by the type of man whom I 
have appointed that I am serious when I 
promise that the CIA will not be a threat 
to the civil liberties of American citizens, 
at home or abroad, and that under 
Sorensen the CIA will not wreck the 
economies or assassinate the leaders of 
countries which are less than friendly to 
the U S." 


But that is not necessarily the signal 
which is sparked by the appointment of 
Adm. Turner 
People at home and 
abroad* already are saying that under 
him the CIA probably will dish up more 
of the same old abuses, 


That may be an unfair assumption for 


many reasons. The White House em­ 
phasizes that Adm Turner is "a military 
man with a conscience." Fairness re­ 
quires us to assume that even a man who 
has spent his adult life in the military can 
be as much opposed to illegal and 
reprehensible acts by a governmental 
agency as is any civilian. Nevertheless, 
millions of Americans will suffer unease 
until they hear Turner himself spell out 
the policies he will follow regarding “ dir­ 
ty tricks.” 


Meanwhile, let us ponder the possibili­ 
ty that while the Sorensen and Turner 
choices appear contradictory, they share 
one thread of Jimmy Carter’s logic. In 
making both appointments. Mr. Carter 
may have been looking for nothing more 
than someone he could trust. 


President Carter must be acutely 
aware of rumblings that the CIA in the 
past has not been accountable even to 
U.S. Presidents; that on occasion it 
sabotaged presidential policies; that the 


CIA covered up important data relating 
to the assassination of President John F 
Kennedy and may have been more tied in 
than we know with the assassin, Lee 
Harvey 
Oswald; 
that 
CIA 
insiders 
secretly blew the whistle on Richard Nix­ 
on and Watergate and his White House 
taping system so as to drive him out of 
the presidency. 


Obviously 
Mr. 
Carter is 
not 
so 
paranoid as to believe all these and even 
wilder allegations against the CIA. But 
given the sordid and shocking revela­ 
tions of the last few years about our in­ 
telligence and law enforcement agen­ 
cies, even the President of the United 
States nay deem caution to be the heart 
of wisdom. 


And whatever else we may think about 
the Turner appointment, the President is 
clearly entitled to someone he trusts as 
the director of Central Intelligence

jeopardize my Chanel advertising and 
others by accepting yours.” 


Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D -Wis., who has 
been investigating the anti-competitive 
practices of the perfume industry, has 
turned the case over to the Federal 
Trade Commission. Meanwhile, Poznak 
has been put out of business, and the big 
companies are continuing to charge top 
dollar for their perfumes. The threat of 
Poznak’s cheaper imitations has been 
eliminated. 


Yet the FTC, we have learned, has 
dropped the investigation. A confidential 
FTC memo cites an explanation from 
Norman Grief that he “ had not wished to 
be so blunt with Mr. Poznak and, 
therefore, had responded with the story 
of competitor pressure.” 


In other words, the FTC accepted 
Grief’s attempt to explain away the 
damaging, taped statements. The FTC 
didn’t even ask him why, if he was under 
no pres.'ure, he had refused to supply 
Poznak. 
One investigator told our 
associate. Howie Kurtz, that he had seen 
“ antitrust cases brought on one fraction 
of the evidence we have here.” 


Footnote: 
The frustrated Poznak, 
unable to get action 
from the govern­ 
ment, has brought civil suits against 
several 
major 
perfume 
companies. 
Because the suit is still pending, none of 
the parties involved would talk to us 
about the matter. 


WATCH ON WASTE - The Veterans 
Administration can no longer cope with 
the paperwork of distributing $14 billion 
in checks to veterans each year. So the 
beleaguered bureaucrats have asked for 
$94 million to set up a computer system 
to help process the checks. 


The fancy, five-city computer system, 
called Target, is already off target. The 
projected cost, for example, has jumped 
from $50 million to $94 million. Worse, 
government auditors have warned in a 
confidential report that Target will lose 
$40 million over the next 10 years. 


So far, the Veterans Administration is 
building only a pilot project. But our 
sources say there is a good chance that 
the entire system will be killed. The 
General Accounting Office found so 
many flaws with Target that officials 
quietly warned congressional aides that 
the project was a mess. 


Footnote: The Veterans Administra­ 
tion, reacting to the criticism, is scaling 
down the cost to $77 million. A spokes­ 
man insisted: “ The thing will save 
money” by reducing personnel and im­ 
proving service to veterans. Reps. John 
Moss, D -Calif., and Charles Rose, D - 
N.C., are keeping an eye on the project.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - President 
Carter, in his first .“ fireside chat,” said 
he already has discovered that the power 
of the chief executive is not as broad as 
many believe. He may belatedly learn 
how really limited his 
authority is if he seeks 
to carry out his pledge 
to drastically 
reduce 
limousine service with­ 
in the federal govern­ 
ment. 


“ We have eliminated 
door-to-door limousine 
service for many top of­ 
ficials, including all members of the 
White House staff,” Carter boasted in 
last week’s nationally televised talk with 
his constituents. 


The President has indeed made tax­ 
payer-financed, home-to-office chauffeur 
service the semi-official 
symbol of 
bureaucratic waste and decadence. And 
he has stripped about 20 members of his 
White House senior staff, all men and 
women under his direct control, of that 
perquisite. 


But there are approximately 800 other 
limousines and their drivers in the 
Washington area still performing an 
identical function for all manner of 
government officials — assistant 
secretaries, under secretaries, members 
of regulatory commissions, heads of 
obscure agencies, admirals, generals 
and a host of others. 
, 


The determination with which those 
people have held onto their limousine 
privileges is best illustrated by the fact 
that for many 
years home-to-office 
chauffeur service has been illegal — a 
prohibition which has induced few if any 
users to abandon the practice. 


Buried in the United States Code is a 
section which specifically states that no 
money appropriated by Congress for the 
use of any department or agency “ shall 
be expended . . . for the maintenance, 
operation and repair of any government- 
owned passenger motor vehicle or air­ 
craft not used exclusively for official pur­ 
poses.” 


Moreover, the law specifically states 
that “ ‘official purposes’ shall not include 
the transportation 
of officers and 
employes between their domiciles and 
places of employment” except for the 
president, members of his cabinet, physi­ 
cians on outpatient duty, officials on 
“ field service” away from their regular 
stations and ambassadors and other 
diplomatic officials stationed abroad. 


Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., who 
has been waging a four-year-long cam­ 
paign for enforcement of that statute, 
has encountered little success but a great 
variety of preposterous justifications for 
the use of limousines. 


The term “ field service,” for instance, 
was included in the law to cover cases 
such as forest rangers who must drive 
long distances to and from their base sta­ 
tions. But the senator encountered one 
government official who obtained a legal 
opinion that the drive between his home 
in the Washington suburb of McLean, 
Va., and his downtown office constituted 
“ field service.” 


"Another agency head claimed he 
needed a chauffeur because he had a 
telephone in the car. He said the presi­ 
dent might want to talk to him,” recalled 
Proxmire. “ It turned out, on questioning, 
that the president had never called him.” 


In September, 1975, more than 18 
months ago, the Treasury Department 
published a “ discussion draft of regula­ 
tions” on fringe benefits which would 
have 
required 
those government 
employes who insist upon the privilege to 
at least pay federal taxes on the "im­ 
puted value" of the service. 


The Internal Revenue Service subse­ 
quently has cracked down on employes of 
private firms who 
fail 
to classify 
company-provided cars as “ in-kind” in­ 
come — but extension of that principal to 
government employes has never gone 
beyond the “ discussion” stage. 


The total bill for limousine service 
comes to more than $15 million annually, 
according to Proxmire, including the ser­ 
vices of “ either one chauffeur with vast 
amounts of overtime or two earning 
about $8,000 each a year” as well as the 
cost of purchasing the big cars, deprecia­ 
tion, maintenance, gas and oil. 


Everybody agrees that the practice is 
extravagant, wasteful and outrageous. 
Everybody, that is, except a select group 
of very determined beneficiaries 
If 
Carter can put them behind the steering 
wheels of their own cars, he will indeed 
have earned the title of commander-in- 
chief.

Gaylord Freeman, chairman 
of the Commission on Postal 
Service 
and

-Paul J. Krebs, at a day-long 
hearing. Most said they were 
willing to pay more to get good 
rural postal service. 
The 
w itn esses from 
Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri and 
Kansas spoke about the im­ 
portance of the rural post of­ 
fice for small town identity. 
While sympathetic to the re­ 
quests of the small town 
residents, 
neither 
commis­ 
sioner made any committ­ 
ments at the end of the session 
to stop the planned closings. 
The move is part of the ser­ 
vice's austerity program to 
stop its yearly deficit of more 
than $1 billion. Hearings on 
the closings are being held 
across the country. 


“ We all know the value of a 
rural 
post office,'* 
said 
Freeman, 
“ They are very 
comforting and useful ser­ 
vices. But in order to provide 
better serice, some rural of­ 
fices may be closed.” 


Freeman said the public 
may have to absorb some of 
the department’s rising costs 
so that the service can comply 
with a Congressional directive 
to break even. 
The 
p o s t m a s t e r 
of 


Wellsville, Kan., Harold E. 
Good, said the local post office 
is the "life blood ” of small 
towns. 
One postmaster, from Em ­ 
mett, Kan., said it was unfair 
to have his office closed when 
the population of his town of 
180 was growing 


Missouri 
state represen­ 
tative, Everett 
Brown, 
D- 
Maryville, said closing the 
third-and fourth-class post of­ 
fices would save the depart­ 
ment only 3 to 5 per cent of its 
total budget. 


"We’re not asking the postal 
service to pay for itself,” 
Brown said “ It should be a 
service to the people. Cost 
should be no object.” 
Some witnesses said they 
wanted their small offices left 
open because they disliked 
receiving mail marked with 
another community’s name 
and post office. 
Earlier in the day, Rep 
Martha Keys, D-Manhattan 
and Rep. Dan Glickman D- 
W i c h i t a , 
s u b m i t t e d 
statements opposing the clos­ 
ing of small post offices.

grandfather is 69 and has been 
badly crippled from rheuma­ 
toid arthritis. He also has high 
blood pressure and gout. He 
takes Aldactone for his blood 
pressure and other medicines 
for his gout and arthritis. 
He confided to me about a 
problem he has been having 
with his breasts and wondered 
if it affected other older men 
or if there was any danger of 
cancer.

Dear Reader - Rarely men 
do have cancer of the breast 
and any man who develops a 
lump of the breast area should 
have an examination Young 
boys sometimes have a small 
lump for a year or two that is 
not clinically important even 
though it may be disturbing. 
The sensations your grand- 
father’complains about, with­ 
out a lump, are not an indica­ 
tion of cancer. The most likely 
cause is the Aldactone. It does 
stimulate the breasts in some 
instances.

Your boy should have an 
evaluation by a professional to 
see if he has any important 
ps y c hi a t r i c problems. 
Sometimes such behavior is 
an outgrowth of a hyperactive 
child or it can represent a con­ 
flict in psychosocial sexual 
development. The only sensi­ 
ble thing to do is have an 
evaluation by a child psychia­ 
trist to find out what the symp­ 
tom of stealing really 
represents. With attention to 
the real problem rather than 
concentrating on the act of 
stealing such a professional 
could help him a good deal. 
And. I do think it is important 
to do something about it now 
while he is at an age where he 
can best benefit from profes­ 
sional counseling.

as “ Aces over two bids” that 
rears its ugly head from time 
to time. When you play this 
convention you respond two 
notrump to deny holding an 
ace, with one ace you bid that 
suit; with two aces you jump 
to three notrump, and so on.

where South could bid two 
spades and jump to seven 
hearts after partner respond­ 
ed with three diamonds to 
show that ace. However, with

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Electricity supplies will be 
tight along the West Coast in 
coming months because of dry 
weather, but experts say the 
rest of the nation should have 
enough electricity for a few 
years. 
Western utilities say they 
should get through peak sum­ 
mer electric demands, barr­ 
ing such 
unusual cir- 
cumstances as abnormally hot 
weather or excessive gener­ 
ating equipment breakdowns. 
But drought has cut deeply 
into water supplies used to 
generate hydroelectric power 
and some utilities will be at 
close to maximum generating 
capacity to meet normal de­ 
mand 
with little or no 
reserves. 
Utilities in the far West ad­ 
mit that excessive demand or 
equipment problems could 
resu t in selective blackouts 
and send them scrambling to 
buy power elsewhere, if it’s 
available 
David R Israel, technical 
assistant to the administrator 
of the U S Energy Research 
and Development Administra­ 
tion, says the nation’s utilities 
as a whole have a 34 per cent 
reserve margin in generating 
capacity. He said this is the 
extra capacity between the 
highest demand expected this 
summer — 350,000 megawatts 
— and the present capacity to 
generate e ectricity — 522,000 
megawatts, 
But Israel said most of this 
extra capacity is in the 
eastern half of the country and 
‘Just because there is capaci­ 
ty in the East doesn’t mean it 
will be available to the West.” 
Israel and other officials 
said good interconnections 
among eastern power grids 
allow them to deliver extra 
power to areas in trouble to 
the south and through the 
midwest 
But the western system is 
poorly connected to the 
eastern one and they can’t 
give each other much help, ex­ 
perts say. 
Jack L. Weiss, acting chief 
of the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion’s Bureau of Power, said 
the western system’s reserve 
generating capacity probably 
is enough to ease through the 
summer without major 
problems.

Erotic film seized at school 


M'lCHITA, Kan. (AP) — Amidst the jeers and taunts of a 
student crowd, law enforcement officials Thursday seized a 
copy of the film ‘‘The Devil in Miss Jones,” which had just 
been shown at the Wichita State University theater. 
When Kiehl Rathbum, assistant district attorney, and 
Wichita police detective Steve Trainer emerged from the 
projection booth of the Campus Activities Center theater with 
a copy of the film, the crowd of about 50 people who had 
stayed after the film began jeering. 
Then they began singing ‘‘God Bless America.” 
A few minutes earlier, pushing and shoving broke out 
across the street at the entrance of McKinley Hall as police 
barred bystanders from entering Inside. District Court 
Associate Judge Ray Hodge was conferring with law enforce­ 
ment officials about the film. 
Rathbum said District Attorney Vern Miller did not take 


part in the raid because he anticipated an angry crowd. 
No arrests were made Thursday night, but Rathbum did 
not rule out the possibility there might be some Friday. 
Law enforcement officials did not take the names of au­ 
dience members as they have done at the recent raids on the 
city’s adult movie houses. 
All members of the audience were members or guests of 
the Erotic Art Society, a student group sponsoring the film. 
Any students, faculty or staff can join the organization. 
The Erotic Art Society had cancelled an afternoon showing 
of the film because Miller had warned university officials he 
might take action. 
More than 30 films have been seized, and half a dozen per­ 
sons have been arrested in raids on local adult theaters in 
Wichita since Miller and Wichita police began consolidating 
efforts to crack down on pornography. 


Elections panel to wait on stand 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. 
(AP) — The Missouri Elec­ 
tions Commission says it will 
wait for House committee ac­ 
tion on revision of the state’s 
campaign laws before taking 
any stands on the bills. 
Jack Pletz, acting executive 
director of the Elections Com­ 
mission, outlined for the com­ 
missioners meeting here 
Thursday three similar bills 
which would revamp the 
state’s campaign financing 
laws. The bills will be con­ 


sidered 
by the House 
Elections Committee Monday 
night. 
When asked by commis­ 
sioners for his opinion of the 
legislation, Pletz said it would 
make the campaign law ‘‘a 
much better law.” But the 
commission was not so quick 
to commit itself, some 
members saying they wanted 
to see what the House commit­ 
tee comes up with before tak­ 
ing a stand. 
If there is something objec-. 


tionable in the bill which is 
finally approved by the com­ 
mittee, commissioners said, 
they would then take steps to 
let their views be known. 


Former House Elections 
Committee Chairman Vic 
Downing was angered at a 
meeting last fall, and he com­ 
plained that the Elections 
Commission had failed to take 
a stand on a bill his committee 
was considering. The bill 
would have revised the state 


campaign finance and 
disclosure law. 


Another bill that would con­ 
stitute a ‘‘major revision” in 
campaign law is still in the 
works, Pletz told the commis­ 
sion, and will probably be 
presented to the Senate later. 
A candidate, under provisions 
of the bill being drafted, would 
only be required to disclose 
what he receives in campaign 
contributions and what he 
spends on his campaign.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Appealing to 
Congress to impose a boycott against 
Rhodesian chrome, Secretary of State 
Cyrus R. Vance said Thursday the Carter 
administration supports a rapid but 
peaceful transition to black rule in 
Rhodesia. 
“ The key to peace lies in Mr. Ian 
Smith’s hands,’’ Vance said, referring to 
the white Rhodesian leader. Vance went 
on to say that a U.S. boycott of Rhodesian 
chrome would persuade Smith to move in 
that direction. 
Vance, testifying before the Senate 
subcommittee on African affairs, said 
the United States would not take charge 
of any negotiations looking toward black 
rule and has no intention of becoming in­ 
volved in a conflict in Rhodesia if Britain 
fails to arrange a peaceful settlement. 


“ In our judgment, clearly the British 
should play the leading role,” Vance 
said. 


The United Nations has^imposed a 
global boycott of Rhodesian chrome 


since 1966. However, the United States 
has refused to honor the boycott because 
of the congressionally imposed Byrd 
a m en d m e n t, 
w h ic h 
bars 
U .S . 
participation. 
Vance and Julius L. Katz, assistant 
secretary for economic and business af­ 
fairs, urged repeal of the Byrd amend­ 
ment and offered assurances that repeal 
wmuld impose no economic hardships on 
the United States, although the price of 
chrome might increase slightly. 
Katz said a relatively new technology 
permits increased use of ores found in

PRETO RIA , South Africa (AP> - The 
Roman Catholic Church, in a stiff new 
challenge to the government of white- 
ruled South Africa, on Thursday de­ 
nounced the nation's “ social and poli­ 
tical system of oppression ” 
A statement by the Catholic bishops of 
southern Africa called for sweeping 
change to avert more bloodshed 
It urged a sharing of power between 
South Africa’s 4.5 million whites and its 
18 million voteless blacks, condemned 
alleged police brutality against blacks 
and vowed to promote black leadership 
within the Church 
The statement was issued as students 
returned to school in the black township 
of Soweto, near Johannesburg, after a 
day of book burning and protest against 
the government’s separate education 
policy for blacks 
The bishops demanded an investiga­ 
tion of what they described as the “ seem­ 
ingly 
systematic 
beatings 
and 
un­ 
justifiable shootings (of blacks) during 
disturbances and of cold blooded torture 
of detained persons." 


In one of the most radical statements 
ever published by the Church in South 
Africa, long a champion of black rights, 
it declared:

can give hope of any safety for children.

WASHINGTON tAP> - The nation’s 
natural gas shortage may continue until 
October and could become even worse in 
winters to comes, a key federal energy 
official said Thursday. 
“ We’re not going to get out of today's 
crisis

October" 
because of the need to refill depleted 
storage supplies of 
natural 
gas 
in 
preparation for next winter, said John F. 
O’Leary, new 
head 
of the 
Federal 
Energy Administration. 
“ And indeed,” O’Leary told the Con­ 
sumer Federation of America, “ next 
winter, and the next winter, and the next 
winter it’s going to be worse ” 
At the same time, government reports 
indicated the current mild weather had 
sent back to the job thousands of workers 
laid off due to natural gas shortages but 
that many more were still out of work. 
M e a n w h ile , 
P re s id e n t 
C a rte r 
announced that Vice President Walter 
Mondale and former President Gerald R. 
Ford will head a new energy conserva­ 
tion group to minimize the waste of fuel 
resources in the United States. 
And Carter’s chief energy adviser, 
James R Sehlesinger, said energy con­ 
servation will be the cornerstone of the 
administration’s comprehensive policy 
to be unveiled by April 20 He hinted that 
much of the conservation may be impos­ 
ed by the government and may involve 
some kind of price regulation as well. 
“ The free market is not necessarily the 


ideal mechanism to make large ad­ 
justments over a short period of time,” 
Sehlesinger told the consumer federa­ 
tion He added it may be necessary to 
take “ mandated” measures which might 
involve price levels and employment in 
addition to conservation 
He declined to comment further.

INDIANAPOLIS (A P) - A gunman 
freed the mortgage company executive 
he had held hostage for nearly three days 
then was taken into custody by police 
Thursday night. 
The hostage was unhurt. 
The gunman, Anthony G. Kiritsis, 44, 
was taken away in a police car. 


Immediately after he removed the 
wire that bound a sawed-off shotgun to 
Richard O. Hall’s neck. Kiritsis said: 
“ I ’ve wanted to fire this thing ever since 
I’ve had it.” 
Kiritsis then left the building, fired a 
shot into the sky and returned to the 
room, breathing heavily. Four policemen 
grabbed him. handcuffed him and hustl­ 
ed him into the back seat of a patrol car. 


INDIANAPOLIS (A P i - A gunman 
holding a morgtage company director 
hostage emerged from his boobytrapped 
apartment Thursday night, still holding 
his shotgun to the back of his captive’s 
neck 
The two men marched out the front 
door of the apartment building where 
they have been for three days and into 
the police command headquarters. The 
gunman read a statement to reporters 
complaining bitterly that the morgage 
company had swindled him on a rea/ 
estate loan 
The gunman, Anthony G. Kiritsis, 44, 
shouted to reporters: “ I ’m a god-damned 
national hero and don't you forget it.” 
The hostage did not appear to be hurt 
His hands were tied behind his back. The 
shotgun was w ired to his neck 
Kiritsis enumerated seven wrongs he 
said the mortgage company had done to 
him. including attempts to block two 
discount supermarkets from locating on 
the land where he w ants to build a small 
shopping center, and blocking any fur- 


ther commercial development in the 
area. 
He emerged from the apartment at 
10:20 p.m., almost 61 hours after he ab­ 
ducted Richard O Hall, 42. from his of­ 
fice in downtown Indianapolis. 
Kiritsis 
swore -repeatedly 
while 
shouting at reporters. Local television 
stations carried the’confrontation live, 
but at least one station halted its 
broadcast, citing the foul language 


While Kiritsis was talking, authorities 
said a police bomb squad was searching 
the apartment, which Kiritsis had said 
was wired with 100 pounds of dynamite. 
The results of the search were not im­ 
mediately known. 
Authorities had expected Kiritsis to 
release his hostage before leaving the 
apartment. They were shocked when he 
left the apartment with his hostage. 
Deputy 
County 
Prosecutor George 
Martz was furious, shouting to reporters: 
“ That rotten son of a bitch! If we had 
known this, we would have poisoned the 
son of a bitch!” 
While talking. Kiritsis constantly shov­ 
ed Hall around as the hostage grimaced. 
“ They god-damned near made me 
blow his head off,” Kiritsis said, referr­ 
ing to the mortgage company. 
“ I'm the only m 
f 
mean enough to 
stand this. This man «Hall) had seen me 
suffer and die I had her (the apartment) 
rigged, pal.” Kiritsis said 


Thirty minutes after leaving the apart­ 
ment. Kiritsis and Hall walked down & 
hallway in the apartment building where 
police had set up their command post. 
The gunman and his hostage entered a 
room for further negotiations with police 
and mortgage company representatives. 


Kiritsis had demanded immunity from 
state and federal prosecution 
Local 
authorities promised him immunity and 
said federal immunity was "in the 
making.”

Me rry-go-round 
Nix on’s ma in goa l 
is finding re spe ct

WASHINGTON - Richard Nixon, that 
lonely, suspicious former president who 
fought so hard for public approval and 
was rebuffed so often, is still grimly 
determined to regain the respect of his 
countrymen. 


At his San Clemente exile, he is totally 
absorbed in his last battle for public 
esteem. He is pouring his heart into his 
memoirs and preparing for a marathon 
television appearance with David Frost. 


But the autobiography is going so 
painstakingly slow that he offered Frost 
$100,000 to postpone the filming of the 
television interviews for two months. 


The two men, with producer Marvin 
Minoff sitting in, discussed the delay at 
San Clemente. Nixon said he would like 
to hold up the filming, scheduled for 
January, until he caught up on his 
memoirs. He blamed the slowdown on 
the difficulty he has encountered con­ 
sulting his tapes and papers, which are 
tied up in Washington by the courts. 


“ Look,” said Nixon, “ I’ll give you back 
$100,000 if you’ll postpone the time. I 
can’t do it while I’m working on the book 
this way.” 


Frost is paying Nixon an estimated 
$600,000 for the TV deal. Although Frost 
was upset over holding up the interviews, 
he agreed to a two-month postponement 
and generously rejected the $100,000 


When Frost wrote out a check for the 
first payment, incidentally, .the old 
money-minded Nixon emerged for a mo­ 
ment. He quibbled with his agent, Irving 
“ Swifty” Lazar, over who should get the 
check. 


• Both Frost and Lazar explained that 
the agent always receives the payment 
and distributes the money. “ I never 
heard of that,” grumped Nixon. He 
cooled down, however, after Lazar pro­ 
mised to deliver Nixon’s share within 24 
hours after the check was deposited 


The former president stands to collect 
an additional more than $2 million from 
Warner Books for his memoirs. He now 
hopes to complete the manuscript by 
next Dec. 21. 


Under the new agreement with Frost 
Nixon will submit to 24 hours of question­ 
ing in front of the cameras. The filming 
will begin in March, however, instead of 
January. The 17 hours of “ out-takes,” the 
unused parts of the film, will become 
Frost’s property. But he cannot use them 
without Nixon’s permission 


It’s the desire to restore his name more 
than the money that is driving Nixon, his 
friends say. This dogged, dauntless man, 
with the unfortunate sloping nose, the 
marionette hand getures and the robot­ 
like personality, desperately wants to be 
remembered favorably. 


They insist there is a warm, shy, sen­ 
sitive man beneath the psychological 
scar tissue he accumulated as he drove 
himself into one bruising battle after 
another, slashing his way to the top, suf­ 
fering inwardly from 
the political 
shellfire. 


The friends say this deeply private 
Nixon will reveal himself at last in the 
painstaking memoirs and the seven 
hours on the TV tube. His marathon TV 
appearance, they predict, will have the 
impact of “ Roots.” 


But his critics are skeptical They 
suspect he will try to duplicate his

It was the eve of 
his 66th birthday, but you wouldn’t have 
guessed it The former California gover­ 
nor was sun tanned, virile, as handsome 
as ever. He rang all the old bells: The 
American people really are conservative 
in their political thought; the polls show a 
resurgence of conservative attitudes; all 
that is necessary for victory is to weld 
this latent yearning into an effective 
political force 


Former Sen. James L. Buckley of New 
York hit the same notes. So did such 
theorists as William Rusher, publisherof 
National Review. This is the way it is 
with revivals 
Everybody gets born 
again Warmed by apostolic fires, they 
all go forth rejoicing, bringing if} the 


sheaves. 


But how? That is the question many of 
my passionate brothers are unwilling to 
face realistically. Mr. Rusher, for exam­ 
ple, still is wedded to the proposition that 
the Republican party is done for; it has 
known sin; it cannot be redeemed. Salva­ 
tion, 
in his view, lies in a new 
unblemished Conservative party. Mr. 
Rusher’s evidence admittedly is damn­ 
ing: The GOP holds barely one-third of 
the seats in the House and Senate; the 
party is down to 12 governors; it controls 
both 
houses in only five state 
legislatures. As a vehicle for political ac­ 
tion, the Republican party is no more 
than an aging Edsel. 


The facts may be undeniable, but they 
do not necessarily lead to a sound 
political conclusion. Mr. 
Rusher’s 
schismatic views seemed to command 
less support at this conference than they 
have commanded in the past. Most of the 
participants would like to stick with the 


Republican party, provided its can­ 
didates stand for true Republican prin­ 
ciples. 


And this is where orthodoxy runs 
aground. The conservative activitists 
have not quite got it through their heads 
that elections are not ideas; elections are 
people. It is not attitudes that vote; it is 
human beings, warm bodies, men and 
women. Faith alone is not enough. The 
conservatives, if they truly want to win 
at the polls, must motivate a majority of 
the voters in any given constituency to 
put ballots in a box 


The trouble, all along, is that conser­ 
vatives tend to put purity first and vic­ 
tory second. Governor Reagan tried to 
overcome this celibate notion last sum­ 
mer: He named Sen. Richard Schwieker 
of Pennsylvania as his putative running 
mate. It was a fatally poor choice, but 
Mr. Reagan’s principle was sound He 
was trying to attract voters. Among 
some of mf brother troglodytes, this was 


the most unheard of thing they ever 
heard of. They were outraged. Voters! 
Who needs them? 


This is the conservatives’ dilemma. 
They will not compromise with sin. If 
they had managed to nominate and to 
elect Mr. Reagan last year, by this time 
they would be snapping at his heels. You 
wonder, sometimes, if the conservatives 
really want to win — want deeply to win, 
truly want to organize a government and 
govern. 1 don’t know. 


I do know this: Whether they work 
within the Republican party, or seek to 
establish their own party, the conser­ 
vative activists will have to develop a 
tolerance for dissent, a willingness to 
reach out, an acceptance of political 
realities. Until they appeal to a broad 
range of fallible human beings, they will 
stay in exterior darkness. And speaking 
simply as one true believer, 1 am getting 
awfully tired of the cold,

Every Chilean citizen is required to 
carry an identification card, stamped 
with his fingerprints, at all times. With 
Rockwell’s new gismo, the Chilean police 
could sort out and identify with frighten­ 
ing efficiency whose prints belonged to 
whom. 


A Rockwell spokesman said the federal 
officials apparently misunderstood "the 
use and nature of the equipment." It 
would be used by the national police for 
crime detection, not the secret police for 
political suppression, the spokesman 
said. 


The license application lists the pur­ 
chaser as Chile’s Ministry of Defense 
Both police agencies are under its wing 


Meanwhile, Computer Decisions, a 
computer trade magazine, is preparing 
to publish a disturbing account of how 
Latin American dictatorships are using 
computers as tools of oppression. 


The unpublished article describes how 
the Chilean junta rounded up masses of 
suspected dissidents, confiscated their 
identification cards and then used com­ 
puters to compare the cards with 
dossiers. 


In all too many countries, spying 
devices and intrusive interrogations 
have been brought together in eternal 
union Nov. the use of computerized 
master files could extinguish forever the 
right of privacy in those countries.
